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CHIS  Service  is  published  in  order  to  allow  a  more  general 
participation  in  the  daily  Chapel  exercises,  and  to  lend 
greater  variety  and  interest  to  them.  For  each  day  a  choice  be- 
tween two  selections  from  the  psalms  is  given,  a  longer  one  for 
responsive  reading,  and  a  shorter  one  which  may  be  chanted. 
The  chants  here  given  are  of  unusual  freshness  and  appropriate- 
ness, for  which  acknowledgment  must  be  made  to  Professor  P.  C. 
Lutkin,  of  the  Department  of  Music,  who  has  very  cordially 
assisted,  in  the  midst  of  his  abundant  labors,  by  pointing  the 
psalms  (from  the  Revised  Version)  for  chanting,  by  selecting  suit- 
able chants,  and  contributing  especially  for  this  purpose  two  of 
the  most  acceptable  ones.  With  the  hope  that  this  manual  may 
help  in  making  the  short  daily  service  more  profitable  and  attrac- 
tive, it  is  -offered  to  the  students  of  the  Northwestern  University, 
for  whom   it  was  prepared.
